Scientist “B”: Christopher Mitchell (as the 
young American electronics assistant), played 
by Ronald Allen. 

A brilliant thinker & researcher, Steiner’s ex- 
periments deal with the projection of matter 
and have reached an exciting level.

30s. 

So THE MAD DOCTOR OF MARKET 
STREET, the mad doctor of VAMPIRE BAT,

STEIN, menaced Fay Wray in THE MYS-
